i) One Hundred Rupees; 

fi) Five Rupees;

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DESIGNS 

1. ONE HUNDRED RUPEES 
OBVERSE 

This face ofthe coin shall bear the Lion Capitol of Ashoka Pillar with the legendinscribed below, 
flanked on the left upper periphery with the word * * ' in Hindi and on the right upper periphery flanked with the word 

“INDIA” in &iglish. It shall also bear the denominational value “100” in international Numerals below the Lion Capitol 
flanked on the left lower perphery with the word * ' in Hindi Md right lower periphery with the word “RUPEES” in 

English. 

REVERSE 

This face of the coin shall bear the f fortrait of “LALBAHADUR SHASTRI* ’flanked on the left upper periphery 
with the words ‘ ‘ ' in Hindi, and on the right upper periphery ‘ ‘LALBAHADUR SHASTRI BIRTH 

CENTENARY” in English. The figure 1904>-2004 shall be shown below the portrait in International Num^als. 

2. FIVE RUPEES 
OBVERSE 

This face ofthe coin shall bear the I,ion C^itol of Ashoka Pillar with the legend *' * ’ inscribed below, 

flanked on the left upper periphery with the word * * WRT' * in Hindi and on the right upper periphery flanked with the word 
‘ ‘INDIA” in English. It shall also bear the denominational value “5” in International Numerals below the Lion Capitol 
flanked on the left lower periphery with the v/ord * ‘ in Hindi and right lower periphery with the word “RUPEES*’ in 

English, There will be 52 beads on the periphery. 


REVERSE 

This face of the coin shall bear the portrait of ‘ ‘LALBAHADUR SHASTRI’ ’ flanked mi the left upper periphery 
with the words * ^liwl " in Hindi, and on the right upper periphery “LALBAHADUR SHASTRI BIRTH 

CENTENARY’ ’ in English. The figure 1904-2004 shall be shown below the portrait in International Numerals. There shall be 
52 beads on the periphery. 

SECURITY EDGE FOR 5 RUPEES 

The edge of the coin shall be milled with serrated or upright milling and security edge. At the centre ofthe edge 
there shall be shallow groove with a design Inside the two sectiwis separated by blank spaces. This design shall consists 
of chain of beads in relief and each bead being followed by one inclined line in relief. There shall be total 30 lines and 30 
beads.
